A few yoara back 
Profosgor Burton investigated the muttor. 
Upon tracing back the history of the glass 
he found that it had been used for other 
films, und that images which appeard un- 
doubtedly arose from the remains of pre- 
vious fimages. The old glass was thus 
proved to be the source of tho ghost, it only 
deepened the scientific mystery, while it 
cleared away_tho supernatural. The glass 
traced by Burton had been washed for some 
weeks, immersed in strong nitric acid, and 
every ies taken to insure chemical 
cleanliness, yet, in spite of ull this, enough 
energy remained latent to form o davelop- 
able image upon the new fh», whether by 
chemical or physical force romaina to be 
discovered. A complete solution of the 
ditlieulty would probably throw consider- 
abie light upun the natuce of photographi- 
cal images in general ; at least, it seems to 
indicate thét light is not absolutely es- 
sential in the fortnation of latent images in 
a sensitive file
